The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Independent claim 1 has been amended to overcome the prior art. The closest prior art, 
Shah (US 6,029,065), Hansson (WO 98/38820), either singularly or in combination, fail to 
anticipate or render obvious that downloading information to a plurality of mobile stations all 
together through a paging channel based on a request from a base station controller, in 
combination with all other limitations in the claim(s) as argued by applicants in Remarks filed 



Claims 2-14 depend on claim 1. Therefore, they are allowable. 

Independent claim 1 has been amended to overcome the prior art. The closest prior art, 
Shah (US 6,029,065), Hansson (WO 98/38820) and, either singularly or in combination, fail to 
anticipate or render obvious that communicating data messages from a common terminal to 
distributed terminals all together and the common terminal communicates each of the data 
messages to all of the distributed terminals all together trough a paging channel, in combination 
with all other limitations in the claim(s) as argued by applicants in Remarks filed 08/13/07. 

Claims 16-20 depend on claim 1 5. Therefore, they are allowable.
